One of the Murderers of Mrs. Jones at Rav-
enel S8hot to Dealh and Body Nalled 10
Telegraph Pole

[Special to 1 he State. ]

Walterboro, June 5.—Jim Rlack
was lynched at New Road last night
for the murder of Mrs. J. K. Jones a
month ago.

The information is that Jim Black

was carried from Savannah, where he
had been apprehended, to Ravenel
for a hearing before Magistrate Beh-
ling. Assoon as he had been idedtified
as *he one seen near the place at the
time of the crime, he offered to tell
them all about it if they would not
burn him. They promised. He then
said that he himself had killed Mrs.
Jones and threw her in the goat
honse, while Cain Ford, Ned Pryor
and a negro whose name could not
be learned watched; that the parpose
of the killing was for robbery, he
baving been told by one of the bands
that Mr. Jones had money in the
house. He also told of a namber of |
other robberies that had been com-
mitted and a number they had
planned.
. Particnlars are meagre as to how
Black was killed, bat he was proba
bly shot to death, after which they
hung his body to a telegraph pole by
nailing his hands with & railroad
spike. A placard was then placed
on bis body, but I haven’t been
able to ascertain what it was.

Cain Ford is here in jail, Ned
Pryor was killed some time ago
while attempting to escape. There
are two reports as to the other negro
implicated: one is that he was found
dead in the swamp atout two weeks
ago and the other isthat he lives

- several miles from Ravenel and that
the mob is now in search of him.

Charleston, June 5.—The news
was received here this afternoon over
the Gordon long distance 'phone that
Jim Black, one of the murderers of
the wife of Section Master Jones of
- Atlantic Coast Line, at Ravenel, bad
been lynched. The negro was ar-
rested near Savannah and carried to
Ravenel yesterday for examination.
He was committed to the county jail
to stand trial st the approaching
term of the court at Walterboro. It
was while he was being taken from
Magistrate Bebling’s office tc  Wal
terboro, by Constable Fields, that
Black was taken from the constable
by a mob of about 35 men and
lynched. Black was taken to the
scene'of the killing and there he
confessed to the horrible crime. He
implicated a negro named Pryor, who
is now being huooted. They both
bad partin the removal of her body,
after the killing, to the dog house,
‘where it was found by Mr. Joues.
James Ford, who is said to have kept
watch while the bloody deed was
done, is 1n jail at Walterboro wait-
ing trial. Black’s body was riddled
with bullets. It was still haugiog
to a telegraph pole at noon today.
SUPPOSED HE HAD BEEN LYNCHED —BUT

LATER THE MAN WAS FOUND TIED

TO A TREE, UNHURT.

[Special to The State.]

Walterboro June 6.—A erowd, pre-
sumably from Ravenel, came to town
during the night and at 2 o’clock
this morping took Cain Ford from
the custody of . Deputy Sheriffs H.
N. Ramsay and G. S. Arnett and, it
is supposed, lynched him, although
no signs whatever are seen this
morning either of the mob or the
body. Cain Ford is the negro who
was implicated in the murder of Mrs.
Jones by the confession of Jim Black
reported in The State today.

Deputy Sheriff Arnett, when seen
this morning, stated that the mob
was composed of 150 to 200 people;
that during the evening he bhad been
informed that an effort would be
made to take the negro from jail;
that he waited until everything was
quiet and about 2 o’clock in the night
he took the negro out of the jail and
started for Columbia by way of St.
Georges. Before getting very far he
gaw some one approaching from be-
hind and looking back he ran into a
crowd who were concealed behind
the corner of a fance and was over
powered, disarmed and the prisoner
taken away. He states that a sack

He was thrown upon the ground and
beld until the crowd had taken the
negro away.
Ramsay, succeeding in getting his
pistol and fired at the mob at close
range, but counld not fire again, being
immediately disarmed. He does nct
know whether the shot took effect or
not. There was a regular fusilade
on the edge of town. After being
released they.both got together the
citizens of the town and followed the
mob, but were unable to overtake
them. This morning the sheriff and
his pusse searched the snrrounding
country but they hava not been able
to find the body of the negro or any
of the parties. It is supposed that
they carried Ford to New Road, the
scene of the crime, where he will
probably be 1ynched. Information
is this morning that all the roads
leading out of town were guarded.
Later: Reports just received that
Ford was found in the woods & mile
from town, tied, alive aud unhurt.
Later: Walterboro, June 6.-—Re-
port confirmed. Ford just recom-
mitted to jail unhurt.

SOUTHERN MILLS TO FORM ONE

SOON,

will Have a Capital of $60,000,000—Tu-

corporated in New Jersey—Nome Facls
Abount the Merger.

There is considerable interest be-
ing taken by the people of this sec-
tion in the proposed_yarn mill trust
that will be formed soou by the

Southern mill men.
F. L. Undewood, ol 34 Nassan

street, New York city, whu proposes
to combine 60 per cent. or more of
the Southern yarn mills in a trust,
in an interview in the Charlotte Ob-
server, said:

“In October there will be incor-
porated under the laws of New Jer-
sey the Southern Cotton Yarn com
pany, capitalized at $60,000,000.
Tke merger of practically all the
Southern yarn mills is assured.
There are over a million aod & half
yarn spindles in the South, and the
owners of over half a million spin
dles have already signed the con-
tract to deliver their mills into the
hands of the combination.”

Quite recently Mr. Underwood has
received letters which indicate that a
msjority of the yarn mill wen in
North and South Carolina, Georgia,
Alabawa, Tennessee and Kentneky
share his opumistic view of the pros-
pects of a speedy merger.

In a farther discussion of the
merger, Mr. Underwood said:

“Tt will mean the immediate in-
vestment in Southern mills of about
$8,000,000 in New York -capital
The consolidation will effect & main-
tenance of a fixed price for the pro-

in the selling of the

provemen’
goods. It will result in a great
saving in the distribution of the

goods, which will go-to their pat-
ural markets. It will also mean
great saving io the p_urchasa of sup-
plies or stores. The plan is fair to
all the mills, and they are coming
to take that view of the matter. It
is more conservative in its capitaliza-
tion, so far as the preferred stock is
concerned, than any other industrial
company that has been floated on
the New York market.”

“There is no longer the shadow of
a doubt the success of the merger.
Ten of the best known mill men in
the South are busily preparing for
the organization, which will ba ef-
fected iuside of 90 days.”

“If your plan is successful, as you
suggest, will it cause a decrease in
the present number of officers in the
Southern yarn mills?’ the reporter
asked. -

“There will be no changes for
a year,” was the reply. ‘“‘After that
official decapitation will be only for
logical cause. Two thirds of the
directors of the company will be
Soutkern men, and I am pretty sure
thut the president of the trust will
be a Southberner.”
